Phillips, the rich coal dealer who met 
a mysterious death by a bullet wound 
in his East Cleveland home several 
months ago, lived in con-tarit fear 
that his wife would kill him was told 
yesterday in Justice Brown's 
court, 


where Mrs. Phillips had a preliminary 
hearing on the charge of killing her 
husband. This evidence came at the 
close of the hearing, and was most 
unexpected. 


Clyde Phillips, a brother of the dead 


man, 
said that about a month before 


the death of Phillips he (Clyde) and 
his wife went to call at the Phillips 
home. Mr. 
Phillips 
came 
home 


in 
his 
automobile. 
He went 
to 


the stable. Some time afterward Clyde 
went to the barn and found all the 
doors locked. Breaking in through a 
window, he _found his brother John 
sleeping in the auto. He asked him 
why he did not go to the house. Phil- 
lips replied: 


"I am afraid of my wife. She has 


threatened to kill me." 


Clyde Phillips also told of conversa- 


tions with his brother, in which John 
told of his wife having made attacks 
on him on several occasions. During 
this recital Mrs. Phillips never raised 
her veil. 


When Phillips was slain the first re- 


port said burglars killed him. Then 
it was given out that he killed him- 
self. 
Then 
indications threw sus- 


picion upon Mrs. Phillips. When the 
woman refused to tell what occurred 
from the time Phillips was shot about 
i2:"0 until 5 a. m., and attempts were 
made to keep much-desired facts se- 
cret, the officers issued a waran-t for 
the wife. 


Kihc-1 Phillips, 
aged 
11, adopted 


daughter of the Phillipses 
testified 


that from 12:30 a. m., when Phillips 
\vas discovered wounded by a pistol 
bullet in his neck on the stair landing, 
until 3:43 a. m. when the doctors ar- 
rived, no word was spoken as to how 
he was wounded. 


Dr. Charles L. Richardson testified 


he arrived at the Phillips home and 
found Phillips in bed. He assisted 
Phillips to the bathroom. While in 
the bathroom Phillips remarked: 


"I am more worried about Mrs. 


Phillips than I am about myself." Dr. 
Richardson also testified that Phillips 
twice requested to be 
allowed to 


speak to Mrs. Phillips privately. Each 
•irne hc left the room Mrs. Phillips re- 
mained with her husband. 


Richardson testified that he went 


•ipstairs to Mr. Phillips's room and 
found him in bed. 


The husband and wife described the 


-hooting. Mrs. Phillips talked rather 
incoherently, but Phillips was 
calm. 


From what both said I learned that 
Phillips had gone downstairs after a 
drink, and after reaching the landing 
on the return trip had been shot. 'Do 
you know the man who did the shoot- 
ing?' I asked of Phillips. Phillips re- 
•liien lh.it ho did not."

National Civic Federation Commission 


Shows the Impracticability of Some 
Municipal Ownership Theories. 
An attempt has been made to belit- 


tle the full committee report of the Na- 
tional 
Civic federation 
because it 


doesn't settle offhand the entire ques- 
tion of municipal ownership. 
Only 


those whose knowledge of the subject 
Biid of the personnel of the commis- 
sion is most superficial expected any 
other result than the one which has 
been attained and which ts, these crit- 
ics to the contrary notwithstanding, of 
the greates* importance to those who 
are stihing to solve this economic 
question on its merits rather than to 
get a snap decibioii la\oiable to thei 
particular point of view. When it is 
considered that the eighteen men who 
united in this report represent the mos 
dhergeut -\lews on the question as i 
whole it becomes e\ident that ani 
points upon which they concur after 
their thorough investigation of the sub 
jeet must be considered as settled be- 
yond oidmar,} question. It may not be 
amiss, therefore, to point out some o: 
the more important of these couelu 
sions with their healings on the sub 
ject as ordinarily presented. 


The American press, daily, weelilj 


and monthij, b^s been filled with ac- 
counts of the successful operation of 
public utilities in Great Britain, and 
the writers have deduced therefrom 
the conclusion that similar results are 
readily obtainable In this country. This, 
conclusion is entirely ruled out by the 
commission's report, which, while noi 
committing itself on the question of 
the success or failure of British opera- 
tion, asserts that the conditions of mu- 
nicipal government in the two coun- 
tries are so different that.it is not safe 
to assume that any success w hich may 
have been attained in England would 
be likely to follow in the United States. 


Going further along the same line, 


the report indicates that the conditions, 
both physical and political, differ so 
widely in our own cities that compari- 
sons between them are likely to lead 
investigators astray unless all points 
of difference are given their full value. 
Heretofore the simple argument has 
been: "Smithtown has made a success 
of its municipal plant. Why should 
not Jonesville?" This naive form of 
reasoning haa won for municipal own- 
ership the unthinking support of thou- 
sands whose mental training has not 
accustomed them to look beneath the 
surface. 
The report would be well 


•north while If it succeeded in con- 
vincing any considerable part of such 
people that the subject is far more 
complex than they had supposed. 


Again, we are assured by the com- 


mission that prerequisites of success- 
ful municipal operation aie an abso- 
lute divorce of politics from the man- 
agement of the plants and the adoption 
of thoroughgoing business methods, a 
millennial condition of which there is 
no immediate prospect for most of our 
cities. 


It has Indeed been held that munici- 


pal reform would result "immediately 
from an increase of municipal respon- 
sibility. The commission is unanimous 
in stating its belief that such a result 
is not to be hoped for, and its conclu- 
sion is boine out by the fact that at 
present the character of the officials of 
our various cities bears no apparent 
relation to the magnitude of municipal 
undertakings, except perhaps that as a 
general rule it may be said that the 
larger tho field of operations the stron 
ger Is the grip of the boss and the 
greater the amount of graft. The com- 
mission sets aside this particular po- 
litical theory -with the statement, "We 
are unable to recommend munlclpa 
ownership as a political panacea." In 
other words, it concurs in the teach- 
ings of the parable of the talents that

Pringle Ford, an elder in the Holland 
Memorial Presbyterian church of Phil- 
adelphia, is probably the only excep- 
tion, for Mr. Ford, or, rather, his pho- 
tograph, is being worshiped today by 
thousands of stalwart ebony skinned 
natives in the mountains ot the Mata- 
bele country, in South Africa, as "au 
American god." 


Philanthropy won for the Presbyte- 


rian elder this remarkable distinction. 
Fourteen years ago he betriended a 
Zulu boy who had been persuaded to 
come to America to obtain an educa- 
tion, but who was used as an "attrac- 
tion" on the Midway Plaisance o£ the 
World's fair at Chicago. 


Later the boy, Hosana Coronto by 


name, was abandoned by his manager, 
and it was then that Mr. Ford rescued 
him from wretchedness. The friend- 
less boy was the son of Coronto, a des- 
potic monarch in the Zulu country, 
whose wives numbered more than 
twenty and whose authority had no 
restiietions Men die in Zululand at a 
nod of this potentate's head. 


When Coronto was sent back to his 


native land, with his expenses paid by 
the generosity of American friends 
whose sj mpathies Mr. Ford enlisted, 
he carried with him a photogi aph of 
his benefactor. What happened to 
that picture !n Zululand was told a 
few days ago by Coronto himself when 
he visited the headquarters of the 
board of 
publication and 
Sabbath 


school work in the Withcispoon build- 
ing at Philadelphia. Mr. Ford, who 
is connected with the board, was sit- 
ting at his desk when suddenly two 
brawny black arms seized him around 
the body and for the space of ten sec- 
onds the breath was almost squeezed 
out of him. Looking up, he beheld his 
protege, who had grown to manhood 
and the proportions of a giant The 
lieartiest greeting followed, after which 
Coronto said: 


"Do you remember thaf picture you 
ave me? Well, my father, the king, 
tell in love with it 
Of course it was 


your goodness to his son that im- 
pressed him. He has put it on a tin one 
in our largest hut which my people 
use as a temple, and has commanded 
iis subjects to worship it 
He told 


them that it was an American god 
who had saved his son's life. And ev- 
erybody worships it 
No one dares to 


disobey my father, for he would in- 
stantly kill him." 


Mr. Ford was duly impressed and 


asiced Coronto how he had been &peud- 
ng his time in Zululand. The young 
ebiettiiin replied that during the' Boer 
war he had acted as guide and inter- 
preter for English generals and since 
he cessation of hostilities bad endeav- 
ored to teach his people something of 
American manners, for in a Zulu fam- 
ily all eat out of one pot which is 
never washed, and use their fingers to 
handle the food. Moreover, men, wom- 
en and children sleep in one room.
